I am  just  writing  these  varieties  down  in  order  as 
they  ripen.  I think  that  will  be  plainer. 


NORTHERN  SPY.  Large  bright  red  on  yellow  back- 
ground. spicy,  well  known  old  variety. 

WINTER  BANANA.  Very  large  light  yellow  with  blush, 
resembles  Maiden  Blush  only  twice  as  large. 

•'WHITE  W,  PE  ARM  AIN.  Oblong,  greenish  yellow,  ex- 
tra fine  quality,  bears  heavy,  money  maker. 

BEN  DAVIS.  Big  red  apple,  poor  quality,  would  not 
plant  it  myself. 

‘•BLACK  BEN  DAVIS.  Large  solid  dark  red,  white 
meat,  bears  heavy,  a money  maker. 

"STAVMAN  W5NESAP.  Averages  larger  than  Black 
Ben  red  striped  over  rich  yellow  background,  sometimes 
almost  solid  red,  rich  yellow  meat,  juicy,  if  your  eyes  were 
shut  you  would  think  you  were  eating  a fine  wipesap.  inis 
apple  is  a big  money  maker  in  commercial  orchard-s,  size  and 
quality  combined,  bears  young  and  heavy,  do  not  fail  to 
plant  of  this  in  every  orchard,  perhaps  stands  at  the  head  ox 
all  apples  for  money  making. 

SPITZENBURG.  Large  dark  red,  very  oblong,  rich 
flavor. 

••GANG.  Large  bright  solid  red.  white  meat,  one  of  the 
big  money  makers  in  commercial  orchards. 

••WINES AP.  Big  red  apple,  a favorite  with  everybody, 
well  known. 

••51.  B.  TWIG.  Called  improved  Winesap,  very  large 
dark  red,  brings  big  money. 

••ARKANSAS  BLACK.  Round  dark  red,  almost  black, 
late  keeper,  showy  market  variety. 

X put  a star  by  some  of  the  varieties  I would  recommend 
for  family  orchards  and  two  stars  for  both  family  and  Com- 
mercial  orchards.  Don’t  plant  too  many  varieties  for  a 
Commercial  orchard. 


•YELLOW  TRANSPARENT.  Light  transparent  yellow, 
earliest  of  all;  bears  young. 

EARLY  HARVEST.  Light  yellow,  flat  shaped,  old  fa- 
vorite summer  apple. 

•RED  JUNE... Solid  bright  red,  white  flesh,  fine  cook- 
ing apple. 

SWEET  JUNE.  Deep  rich  yellow,  sweet  apple,  flat 
shaped.  j .|*| 

•DUCHESS  OF  OLDENBURG.  Large  flat  shape,  red 
striped,  white  meated,  fine  for  cooking. 

•COOPER’S  EARLY  WHITE.  Large  round  shape,  straw 
color  yellow,  fine  for  mid  summer.  Bears  young. 

•51AIDEN  BLUSH.  Light  yellow,  blushed  cheek,  tart, 
well  known  variety. 

WEALTHY.  Round,  a little  oblong,  red  striped,  white 
meat,  bears  young. 

RAMBO.  Green,  dull  red  stripes,  old  well  known  var- 
iety. 

PENNSYLVANIA  RED  STREAK.  Called  English  Ram- 
bo,  very  large,  green,  dull  red  stripes,  good  fall  variety. 


Early  and  Late  Winter  Varieties 

•GRI5IES  GOLDEN.  Large  round  golden  yellow,  rich 
yellow  meat,  fine  quality. 

••JONATHAN.  Large  round,  oblong,  deep  solid  red 
color,  rich  and  juicy.  One  of  the  best  quality  apples  for 
family  orchard,  and  one  of  the  top  notchers  for  commercial 
profit.  Brings  premium  price  on  all  city  markets. 

•DELICIOUS.  Large  round,  slightly  sheep  nosed  with 
knobs  or  uneven  points  on  blossom  ends.  Red  striped,  good 
quality.

$3  00  per  bushel.  Now  you  plant  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty trees  to  the  acre.

The  third  and  fourth  year  figure  three  bushels  to  the  tree. 
That’s  reasonable  because  I picked  five  bushel  from  one 
tree  right  in  my  own  yard  when  four  years  of  age.  Ten 
acres  would  yield  3600  bushel,  just  about  ten  times  an 
average  corn  crop.  Plant  ten  acres  peaches  now.  Furnish 
your  home  market.  No  use  giving  railroad  more  freight 
alone  than  it  costs  to  grow  crop.  Now  isn’t  this  a money 
making  plan  right  where  you  live?  Look  at  my  prices.
